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Remember the Farmers. 

"Whatever amount of rovemio may bo 
at the disposal of tho govomment, after 
satisfying tho inexorable demands of 
tho Civil List and tho national creditors 
ig not likely to go bogging for employ- 
ment. Indeed tho chief diffiulty will 
be to seloot from tho many needs tho 
greatoat. Let us hope that His Excel- 
lency the Governor has learned to regard 
the agricultural intorosts of tho country 
in their true light, and that, in tho ap- 
portionment of revenue, theso intorosts 
•will reoelve that attention to which 
tbeir nnquoationablo importance so 
justly entitles them. It is greatly to 
be regretted that the misadyonturo 
which has confined the Governor to hie 
room during these four months past has 
rendorcd a more extended poreonal 
knowledge of the country impossible. 
It wou'd ill become us not to accord 
duo crodit to His Excellcnoy for hav- 
ing seen more of the colouy during tho 
first month of bis administration than 
most Governors wi uld havo seen during 
the six; and it would bo equally unjust 
not to say that bo has done more roul 
work while prostrated on a sick bod 
than most Govornors would havo done 
under more favorablo circumafanco*. 
In so far as working op the affairs of 
tho colony is ooncerned, it would iudoed 
be wrong to Bay i hat tho pnblio servioo 
has suffered in consequence of an acci- 
dent which all so deeply regret, less, 
however, on publio grounds than from 
private sympathy. But, if ouo might 
bo pormitted tojudgo from tho activity 
and det,ur""''i>">- ; »" «■» *>"•» ""<' j"< , ce» f»»" 
himself exhibited by His Excellency, 
prior to -bodily disablement, it is not 
unreasonable to think thai, had circum- 
stances permitted, fow inhabited parts 
of tho colony would buvo boon left un- 
▼isited. Yet, if His Excellency's 
legs have, unfortuuatoly , boon ren- 
dered inactive lor a season, his brain 
and hands havo not beau idle; and 
although that knowledge acquired 
through others may bo presumed 
to ba less valuable thun that which is 
the direct ro?ultof porsoual observation, 
it is to be believed that, tho Governor 
has made himself familiar with tho 
country to an extent porfectly wond^r- 
lul, considering tho disadvantage under 
Which he has labored. May we not 
hope that this knowlodga will have 
its duo iafluonco in marking out tho 
work and expenditure of the fiscal 
year ? Allusion has been mude to tho 
agricultural interests. On this island 
many of the settlers find thomBelvoB 
Tirtually excluded from the principal 
market, owing to tho absence of passu 
able roads. Driven far br.ck by the 
'land sharks' into whoso insatiable 
maws tho couni ry for many miles around 
this city foil, tho farmers are for all 
practical purposos farther from our mar- 
kets than ure thoso of Oregou and 
Washington Territory; and honco it is 
that they oartnot enduro foreign oonipo* 
tition. Whatovor means may ho om- 
ployed with a view to curing this agra- 
rian evil, it must, be porfootly obvious 
that rural roads to connect tho farmers 
with tho marketa are essential. As a 
means of opening op the terra incognita 
constituting tho great centro of this 
island, a trunk road should he indicated 
by tbo immediate location of a trail 
or bridle-path. It is scarcely croditable 
—it is almost inconceivable that our 
knowledge of Vancouver Island scarce- 
ly extends boyond tho mere fringo, 
For aught that wo can tell thoro may 
exist in tho centro a race of beings un- 
known to civilization; there m^y bo 
mines rich in tho precious metals and 
in diamond"; there may bo a garden of 
Edeu — who knows 1 The area of lh« 
island is not very great. Are the people 
little penetrated by a spirit of entor- 
P rh e, adven'uro, even curiosity as to 
spena a lifetimo on its margin and die 
in ignoM^nce of its interior ? It so, the 
Governm.ut could not do better than 
import a «,w explorers from somo 
other part xf the world. Passing 
to the continent. w0 fi u( j what may with 
truth bo tormod i u9 mont promising 
agricultural district ^ i| 10 United Col- 
ony deplorably dojtitu ot ro ads. It 
may fairly bo usxumod, ', wevor, that 
in this year's expenditure^,, re gurd 
Will bo had for tho so oftc, violated 
promise of c instructing a rou I h e (, wee n 
Now Wostminster und Yale, us ty| aa 
competing tho road which connoothM 10 
former town with Burrard Inlet. Pro 
seeding highor up tho riv> r, tho really 
magnificent soltloments atcjumaa and 
Chilliwhuck would appear to havo a 
just olaim for aid in constructing roads 
and bridgoB In theso settlements there 
is no lack of self reliance amongst tho 
people ; but it would bo unreasonable 
to expect that, in the earlier stages of 
colonization, thoy can hear tho ontiro 
burden of constructing roads and 
biidgos essential to tho prosperity of 
settlements to whioh water communi- 
cation is only available during about 
eight months in tho year, and for tho 
stock-raising interests of which uuou 
communication is ill adapted at any 
time. Thero is suroly nothing unrea- 
sonable in thoso settlors thinking them- 
selves entitled to such help in return 
for all thoy contribute towards tho ro- 
vonuo und general t i>rospuriiy of the 
colony. .Nay, it is diihonlt to seo In 
what way a certain portion of tho re^ 
venue could I c employed to greater 
advantage to tho whole country. As 
ogriculturo lies at tho root of general 
wellboiBg, so help judioiou«ly oxleuded 
to that interest is help cxtondod to all, 
An old proverb says ' Take euro of tho 



ponoo, and tho pounds will take care 
of themselves.' Filling tbo maxim to 
the oooasion, it may bo Raid, with no 
littlo forco of truth, ' Take caro of 
agrioulturo, and tho otuor interests will 
take euro of themselves.'

Viscount Milton, through somo early folies 
which came somehow beforo thu public no- 
tico, obtaiticd tho eliaractor of a ' last' young 
nobleman; bnt of that reputation the record 
of his severe endurance as a traveler nmouj; 
the Koclry Mountair.s with l)r Cheadle amply 
cleared him. Ho fits in Parliament for one 
of ibe most impormiit conatilulcncina of tho 
kingdom, and ho ii heir 10 tho great estates 
and to the title of Earl Fitzwilliam. Lord 
Milton is an intelligent youny Peer. Lately 
he haB been ongug.ed in compiling, mainly 
from documents published in the IStutca, a 
history of the rSun Juan Water Boundary 
question, as affecting ihe division ol terri- 
tory between Great Britain and America. 
Ha contends that it is essential Great Bri- 
tain should make and preserve a direct 
communication, with the Bast through the 
continent of America, the passages through 
which continent tbo United Stutca will 
otherwise ere long close. This communi- 
cation can bo made by means of a railroad 
conneciiug the Briliih po-Bessions on the 
Atlantic and Pacific seaboards. Starting 
from Ibe magnificent nan or of Halifax, tho 
line would run lo Quebec, along tho northern 
shore of Like Superior, between Lake Wia- 
nepeg and Fori Gurry to Xuw Westminster, 
near tho month ot iho Fraser, on the Gulf ot 
Georgia, or to Bute Inlet.

Amo ioa to uaaui.t to arbitration is made 
much of in tuo book.

— Recent ex- 
aminations of the waste-heaps of tbe Old 
Treburgeit Lead Mine, unworked for thirty 
joars, bnsjed to the discovery of a rich fil- 
ver-bearlng tetruhedritu yielding 30 to GO 
on to tho ton. This argeu'iferous tetrabes 
drite bad been overlookfd cr not !akon out, 
lor it occurs in the side walls or cupola of 
the mine and is now found to give more than 
3000 <>z per Ion. This result, says the £ng. 

Muting Journal, is due to Mr D Forbeo, 
tbe wellknowu metallurgical chemist, who 
has also detected tho same mineral in the 
lead ores from the mime ol North Wales 
and the Isle of Man. The Old Treburgeit 
^.Lead Mine will be reopened. 

Canadian Crkdit.— One occasionally de- 
jects oropping up in this community a dis- 
position to represent the credit of tho Do- 
minion as falling under par, and its great 
railways as irernbling on the vergo of bank* 
ruptcy. It may be remarked that Canada'i 
6 per cent, securities range at 105 and 108 
in the English Exchange market, wl ile the 
Grand Trunk bonds stand ot 90, and these 
of the Great Western range Irom 100 to 102. 
It will be admitted that these figuros savor 
bat little of ban kruptcy.
